Read: Show Cause Notice dated 27-07-2022 issued 
to the Chairman & other Board of Directors 
of the Kayji Gardens Co-operative Housing 
Maintenance Society Ltd., Curti, Ponda-Goa. 
In the matter of proceeding initiated vide show 
cause notice dated 27-07-2022 against the Board 
of Directors of Kayji Gardens Co-op. Housing 
Maintenance Society u/s 61 of the Goa Co-op. 

Societies Act, 2001 (Goa Act No. 36 of 2001). 


This judgment and order shall dispose off show 
cause notice dated 27-07-2022 issued to the 
Chairman and other Board of Directors of Kayji 
Gardens Co-operative Housing Maintenance 
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Society Ltd., Curti, Ponda-Goa for non-compliance of 
the statutory requirement of Sec. 72 of Goa Co-op. 
Societies Act, 2001. 


That, in terms of Sec. 72 of Goa Co-op. Societies 
Act, 2001, every co-op. society shall hold Annual 
General Body Meeting of its members within six 
months from the close of the co-op. year. At every 
annual general body meeting of the society, the 
board shall lay before the society an audited balance 
sheet and profit and loss A/c for the year in the 
manner specified by the Registrar by general or 
special order in that behalf. 


That all the societies in the State of Goa were 
granted necessary extension to hold Annual General 
Body meeting of their societies on or before 31-12- 
2021 pertaining to the year 2020-21 by an order No. 
344/ADT/RCS/2020/779 dtd. 28-06-2021 issued by the 
Registrar of Co-op. Societies. 


That the management of the Kayji Gardens 
Co-operative Housing Maintenance Society in 
violation of the above order has conducted its 
Annual General Body meeting on 14-01-2022 for the 
year 2020-2021 and even failed to place the audited 
statements of accounts in the said Annual General 
Body meeting. 


The above fact of non holding of Annual General 
Body meeting for the year 2020-2021 has been 
reported to this office by the members of the society 
vide their representation dated 28-06-2022. 


That upon reporting the facts of non holding of 
Annual General Body meeting for the year 
2020-2021 and non placement of audited statements 
of accounts for the year 2020-2021, this authority 
has taken the cognizance of the representation made 
by the members of the society and issued show cause 
notice dtd. 27-07-2022 asking the Board of Directors 
to remain present in the office on 16-08-2022 at 10.30 
a.m. along with the documentary evidence if any to 
show cause as to why deemed disqualification of 
the entire board as provided u/s 61 of the Goa 
Co-op. Societies Act, 2001 should not be confirmed 
for not complying with the statutory requirements 
of Sec. 72 of the said Act. 


That in reply to the show cause notice, the Board 
of Directors of Kayji Gardens Co-op. Housing 
Maintenance Society Ltd., Curti, Ponda-Goa has 
submitted their reply listing there under various 
points as under. 


1. That the present committee which is in the 
office has taken over the charge of the society on 
November 2022. 


2. The previous committee did not hand over the 
society’s accounts to the newly elected committee 
in time. 
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3. That the accounts have been submitted by the 
previous committee for conducting the audit of the 
society for the year 2018-2019 and 2019-2020 to C.A. 
Shri Bhalchandra Dhavalikar and Associates etc. 


From the above clarifications of the Board of 
Directors, it appears that the C.A. has not audited 
the books of accounts of the society for the year 
2018-2019 and 2019-2020 in time and as a result of 
this the present Board of Directors could not get the 
accounts of the society audited for the year 
2020-2021 in time and as such could not hold the 
Annual General Body meeting in the extended time 
period i.e. on or before 31-12-2021. From the reply 
filed, it is gathered that both the committee are 
found blaming to each other after the issue of show 
cause notice, that due to their failure to get the 
accounts of the society audited for the year 
2018-2019 and 2019-2020 the present committee is 
facing deemed disqualification for violation of 
Section 72 of the Act. It is further submitted by the 
present committee that the previous old committee 
is also equally responsible for the violation of the 
provision of Section 72 and 74 of the Act, and 
therefore necessary action shall be initiated against 
them for the breach of Act. 


It is also observed by this Authority that the 
Chartered Accountant has blamed the previous 
Board of Directors for not handing over the complete 
records and books of accounts for the purpose of 
conducting the audit for the year 2018-2019 and 
2019-2020 and hence there was a delay in 
finalization of audit. 


From the above, an inference has been drawn 
that the previous committee and the present 
committee and the Chartered Accountant are found 
blaming to each other for delay in conducting the 
audit of the society for the year 2018-2019 and 
2019-2020 and as a result of this the Annual General 
Body meeting for the year 2020-2021 could not be 
conducted in the extended period i.e. on or before 
31-12-2021. 


That in the meantime the hearing in the above 
matter of deemed disqualification was kept in 
abeyance upon the receipt of the audit report for 
the year 2018-2019 and 2019-2020, the audit of 
which was conducted by Chartered Accountant 
Shri Bhalachandra Dhavalikar and Associates. That 
the Secretary of the above society has reported to 
this office vide their letter dtd. 20-08-2022 stating 
that the audit for the year 2018-2019 and 2019-2020 
was not properly done since various irregularities 
have been noted by the present Board of Directors 
and requested this office to undertake re-audit of 
the accounts of the society for the year 2018-2019 
and 2019-2020. That in order to confirm the above 
facts this office has undertaken the scrutiny of the 
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audit report of the said society for the year 
2018-2019 and 2019-2020 and observed various 
irregularities in the said audit report, some of which 
are listed here below:- 


1) As per receipt and payment statement for the 
year 2018-2019, an amount of Rs. 92,191/- is shown 
as advances, however the said entry is reflecting 
nowhere again. 


2) An amount of Rs. 41,380/- is shown as repair 
and maintenance under receipt and payment for 
the year 2018-2019. However an amount of 
Rs. 2,41,050/- is reflecting under income and 
expenditure. 

3) Under the receipt and payment statement for 
the year 2018-2019 an amount of Rs. 8,16,460/- is 
shown as maintenance charges, whereas Rs. 8,10,000/- 
is shown under income and expenditure account. 


4) The cultural fund of Rs. 3,000/- shown in income 
and expenditure statement is not reflecting under 
receipt and payment statement for the year 2019-2020. 


5) An amount of Rs. 14,500/- which was deposited 
as share capital in the Goa State Co-op. Bank Ltd. at 
the time of formation of the society is not shown in 
the audited Balance Sheet for the year ended 
31-03-2019 which is the first year balance sheet of 
the society. So also entrance fees of Rs. 280/- is not 
shown in the statements of accounts. 


6) According to the knowledge of this office, no 
such Sequira Bank is existing in and around the 
Ponda Taluka. At one place the Chartered 
Accountant named it as Sequira Bank and in other 
place he has named said bank as Sequira Trust and 
therefore the entire concept is confusable. 


It may be stated that the Chartered Accountant 
has submitted two different audit reports of the 
said society for the same year 2018-2019 and 
2019-2020 which is totally against the principal of 
accountancy and upon scrutiny of the audit report 
for the year 2018-2019 & 2019-2020, this office upon 
confirmation of the serious irregularities in the 
audit report has strongly recommended the re-audit 
of the said society to Registrar of Co-op. Societies 
under letter dtd. 03-01-2023 and further action in 
the matter of the re-audit is awaited. Since the audit 
of the society is hanging in balance, therefore further 
audit for the year 2020-2021 could not be conducted 
and same is possible to be done upon rectifying the 
audit report for the year 2018-2019 and 2019-2020. 
Hence the default has also been committed by the 
previous old committee and the necessary action 
under the law will be initiated against them 
separately for failure on their part for non- 
-conducting annual general body meeting during 
their tenure and failure to place the audited 
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statement of accounts for the year 2018-2019 and 
2019-2020 in the Annual General Body meeting. The 
reply to the show cause notice made by the present 
committee is not found convincing since they failed 
to fulfill the statutory requirements of the Act and 
there is a total failure on the part of the present 
board of directors who have committed breach of 
Act and violated the Section 72 of the Act. 


That the show cause notice issued to the present 
board of directors is required to be disposed off 
within the stipulated time period & therefore it is 
necessary to examine as to whether there is a 
violation of Sec. 61 of the Act which attracts deemed 
disqualification for not holding the Annual General 
Body meeting within the stipulated time period as 
provided u/s 72 of the Act. 


That the reply filed by the Board of Directors to 
the show cause notice was not found convincing 
and there was a total failure on the part of the 
Board of Directors of Kayji Gardens Co-op. Housing 
Maintenance Society to hold Annual General Body 
meeting for the year 2020-2021 within six months 
from the close of the financial year or for extended 
period by special order of the Registrar of Co-op. 
Societies. Since the Board of Directors failed to 
discharge their duties as per the requirements of 
the provisions of Sec. 72 of the Act and therefore 
liable for action for committing breach of law. 


In view of the above, I inclined to pass following 
order. 


ORDER 


In excise of powers delegated to me vide 
notification dtd. 30-09-2020, u/s 61 (a) of the Act, I 
Smt. Sangita S. Naik, Co-operative Office/Spl. 
Auditor, Ponda Zone, Ponda-Goa hereby declare that 
all the Board of Directors of Kayji Gardens Co-op. 
Housing Maintenance Society Ltd. shall be deemed 
to have incurred disqualification for a period of five 
years for being chosen as directors and shall be 
ineligible to continue as a Director of Kayji Gardens 
Co-op. Housing Maintenance Society Ltd. for non 
holding of Annual General Body meeting for the 
year 2020-2021. 


That, due to the deemed disqualification of the 
entire Board of Directors by this order, the vacuum 
has been created and there will be no Board of 
Directors to manage the affairs of the society and 
therefore in order to overcome the above situation 
of vacuum which has been created by deemed 
disqualification of entire Board of Directors, I, 
further appoint the Committee of Administrators in 
exercise of the powers delegated to me vide 
notification dtd. 30-09-2020, u/s 67A of the Goa 
Co-op. Societies Act, 2001, consisting of 3 members 
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being Shri Salu Bhagat as its Chairman of 
Committee of Administrators, Shri Bagaram Prajapati 
and Shri Nilesh Amonkar as member of Committee 
of Administrator to manage the affairs of the society 
for a period of 6 months or till the new Board of 
Directors enters upon the office. 


The Committee of Administrators so appointed 
shall make necessary arrangement to get the 
accounts of the society audited up to date and to 
constitute new Board of Directors during their 
tenure in the office.

09-02-2023 issued to 
the Ex-Chairman & other Board of Directors 
of the Kayji Gardens Co-operative Housing 
Maintenance Society Ltd., Curti, Ponda-Goa. 


In the matter of proceeding initiated vide show 
cause notice dated 09-02-2023 against the Ex-Board 
of Directors of Kayji Gardens Co-op. Housing 
Maintenance Society u/s. 61 of the Goa Co-op. 
Societies Act, 2001 (Goa Act No. 36 of 2001). 


This judgment and order shall dispose off the 
show cause notice dtd. 09-02-2023 issued to the 
Ex-Chairman and other Board of Directors of Kayji 
Gardens Co-op. Housing Maintenance Society Ltd. 
by this authority on account of failure on their part 
to meet the statutory requirements of Sec. 72 of the Act. 


That, in terms of Sec. 72 of Goa Co-op. Societies 
Act, 2001, every co-op. society shall hold Annual 
General Body meeting of its members within six 
months from the close of the co-op. year. At every 
Annual general body meeting of the society, the 
board shall lay before the society an audited 
balance sheet and profit and loss A/c for the year 
in the manner specified by the Registrar by general 
or special order in that behalf. Failure to hold the 
Annual General Body Meeting deemed 
disqualification has been provided u/s 61 of the 
Act. Accordingly necessary notices were issued to 
the Ex-Chairman and other Board of Directors 
directing them to remain present before this 
authority on 22-02-2023 at 11 a.m. along with 
documentary evidence if any to show cause as to 
why deemed disqualification of entire Board as 
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provided u/s 61(a) of the Act should not be 
confirmed for not complying with the statutory 
requirements of Sec. 72 of the Act. 


In response to the show cause notice, the 
Ex-Board of Directors namely Smt. Reshma 
Prabhudessai remained present at 11.00 a.m. and 
whereas Shri Shripad Khedekar and Shri Chetan 
Chowgule remained present at 11.20 a.m. However 
they did not filed any reply to the show cause notice 
and requested certain time to file reply to the show 
cause notice. The request was considered by this 
authority and matter stand adjourned and fixed on 
01-03-2023 at 11.00 a.m. 


That on 01-03-2023 at 11.00 a.m. the matter was 
called for hearing. The Respondents Shri Shripad 
Khedekar and Shri Chetan Chowgule remained 
present with their advocate. The advocate for 
Respondent filed his Wakalatnama and same is 
taken on the record. In the meantime on the day of 
hearing the inward clerk attached to this office 
handed over reply dtd. 22-02-2023 inwarded under 
No. 4579 dtd. 22-02-2023 filed in response to the 
show cause notice dtd. 09-02-2023 and same is also 
taken on the record. As requested by the advocate 
for Respondent a copy of the complaint dtd. Nil 
made to this office by the complainant has been 
delivered to the advocate for Respondent and there 
after the matter stands adjourned and fixed on 
10-03-2023 for filing any further reply. 


That on 10-03-2023 the matter was again called 
for hearing. The advocate for Respondent did not 
remain present, however authorized his Junior 
Smt. Soniya Fatrekar to appear on his behalf and 
submitted letter dated 10-03-2023 and expressed 
his desire to cross examine the complainant 
Shri Dattaprasad Pokale, the complainant in the 
present matter to know the veracity of the allegation 
made in the complaint letter. The said letter was 
taken on the record and the request has been 
granted to cross examine the complainant in the 
next hearing which was fixed on 10-03-2023 at 4.30 
p.m. The complainant in the above matter remained 
absent on 10-03-2023 and therefore this authority 
has decided to issue him notice to remain present 
for the next hearing which is fixed on 20-03-2023. 

On 20-03-2023 when the matter was called for 
hearing the advocate for Respondent remained 
present and stated before this authority that he is 
going to cross examine the complainant. However 
this authority did not allow the advocate for 
Respondent to cross examine the complainant, since 
no evidence has been recorded by this authority of 
the complainant in this matter, however issued 
show-cause notices to the Ex-Board of Directors for 
non-holding the Annual General Body meeting and 
seek their reply for initiating necessary action. This 
authority also inquired with advocate for 
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Respondent that he wishes to make any oral 
argument in the above matter. On the contrary he 
stated that the complainant who has filed this 
complaint has supposed to argue orally first. To this 
complainant stated that he doesn’t want to argue 
orally nor he is submitting any written argument. 
However complaint filed by him may be taken into 
consideration for initiating necessary action. To this 
the advocate for Respondent stated that he doesn’t 
want to argue the matter orally and he will submit 
written argument on 23-03-2023. Hence the matter 
was fixed on 23-03-2023 to file written argument in 
order to dispose-off the matter. The advocate for 
Respondent not satisfied with the above date has 
put his remark on the roznama sheet that the date 
is not convenient and given high handedly. This 
authority on noting the said remark decided to deal 
the same on 23-03-2023. 


On 23-03-2023 when the matter was called for 
hearing, this authority first decided to deal with 
the remark of advocate for respondent which was 
put on the roznama sheet dtd. 20-03-2023. The 
remark put by the advocate on note sheet dtd. 
20-03-2023 is nothing but abuse of power and this 
authority took strong exception for the said remark 
and further state that the advocate for respondent 
has violated all the norms which are to be observed 
while dealing with the matter and therefore the 
remark “date not convenient and given 
highhandedly” is treated as Nil. Further on 23-03-2023 
the advocate for Respondent, did not remain present 
nor filed any written argument in order to dispose- 
-off the matter, whereas the complainant remained 
present. It is put on the record that the opportunity 
was given to the advocate for Respondent to file his 
written argument however he remained absent. 
Therefore this authority has decided to post the 
matter for order on the basis of reply filed to the 
show cause notice wherein deemed disqualification 
has been provided for failure to meet the statutory 
requirements of Sec. 72 of the Act and will 
communicate the order by Reg. post. 


The reply filed by the Respondent and the 
complaint letter made by the complainant has been 
verified in the light of the provision of the Act, 
Rules and Bye laws of the society in order to arrive 
at appropriate decision. In the complaint letter it 
has been reported by the complainant that the 
Ex-Board of Directors of Kayji Gardens Co-op. 
Housing Society Ltd. failed to convene the Annual 
General Body meeting during their tenure for the 
year 2018-2019 and therefore necessary action shall 
be initiated. The reply filed by the Respondent is 
not found convincing and contrary to the provision 
of Act and Rules. The Respondent in their reply 
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submitted that the present Board of Director has 
failed to convene Annual General Body meeting for 
2020-2021 and action for disqualification may be 
initiated against them. The Respondent has also 
further submitted that this authority has no 
jurisdiction to issue the show cause notice and same 
is illegal contrary to the provision of the Act, 2001 
and same is liable to be withdrawn. The additional 
reply filed by the Respondent in support of the show 
cause notice has been examined wherein the 
Respondent have categorically stated that the 
provisional or ad-hoc committee cannot be 
disqualified under the Goa Co-op. Societies Act, 
2001 and Rules made there under. The above 
contention of the advocate for Respondent is 
without any support of law and therefore to overrule 
the same I am producing here below provision of 
Rule 42(2)(iv) which states that “constitution of 
provisional Board of Directors until regular election 
are held under the bye laws or u/s 66 of the Act. 
The provisional Board of Directors shall have the 
same powers and perform the same functions as the 
Board of Directors elected in the regular elections”. 


From the above it is crystal clear that the law 
does not make any differences between provisional/ 
/ad-hoc committee and the regular committee and 
both of them shall have the same powers and 
perform the same function as provided under the 
law. Therefore the submission made by the advocate 
for Respondent that the ad-hoc committee cannot 
be disqualified is mere eye wash and shall not stand 
in the text of the law. 
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Considering the facts mentioned herein above it 
proved beyond doubts that the Ex-Board of Directors 
of Kayji Gardens Co-op. Housing Maintenance 
Society Ltd. has committed default in holding the 
Annual General Body meeting for the year 
2018- 2019 and as such failed to comply the statutory 
requirement of Sec. 72 of the Act and liable to be 
deemed disqualified for a period of five years for 
being chosen as Directors. 


In view of the above, I inclined to pass following 
order. 


ORDER 


In excise of powers delegated to me vide 
notification dated 30-09-2020, u/s 61(a) of the Act, 
I, Smt. Sangita S. Naik, Co-operative Officer/Spl. 
Auditor, Ponda Zone, Ponda-Goa hereby declare that 
all the Ex-Board of Directors of Kayji Gardens Co-op. 
Housing Maintenance Society Ltd., shall be deemed 
to have incurred disqualification for a period of five 
years for being chosen as Directors of Kayji Gardens 
Co-op. Housing Maintenance Society Ltd. for non 
holding of Annual General Body meeting for the 
year 2018-2019 and failure to place the audited 
statement of accounts for the year 2018-2019 in the 
Annual General Body meeting as provided u/s 72 of 
the Act.

In pursuance of the provisions contained in the Goa Co-operative Societies Rules, 2008, I, declare that 
the following contesting candidates have been duly elected to fill the seats on the Board of Directors of the 
above mentioned society as they were the only contesting candidates as stated below.
